Drawings

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, either singularly or in 
combination, at least a metal column formed on each of terminal pads by metal-plating; a resin 
film covering a side surface of the metal column and an insulating layer formed on an uppermost 
interconnection layer of the same material as the resin film so that a gap is formed between the 
insulating layer and an outer peripheral surface of the resin film, wherein an upper end surface of 
each metal column is at the same height as an upper surface of the insulating layer; and the top 
surface of the metal column and the top surface of the resin film covering the side surface of the 
metal column are formed at the same level of height. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Zhao (US 6,21 1,561) reveals a conductive plug surrounded by a portion of a 
dielectric material, air gaps being formed around the conductive plug and the portion of the 
dielectric material, and dielectric supporters. However, Zhao reveals that the plug, the portion of 
the dielectric material and the dielectric supporters are not in same height. Thus, Zhao fails to 
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either alone or in combination anticipate the invention as claimed. Kotani (JP 05-335,475) 
disclose a conductive plug surrounded by an insulating material and gaps.
